TBE O''VERNOR CNWILLINO TO BF. ItKSPOXSIBLE

FOB FUBTH-R DELAY IN INCBKASINO TUE

lowing memorandum of npproval with Senato bill
No. 413, entitled, "An act to provide new reser¬

voirs, dams, ami anew aqueduct, with the appur¬
tenances thereto, for thc purpose of supplying the
city af New-York with an increased supply of pure
and wholesome water":

I have delayed action on this bill in deference to the

-rlshes of residents of tho city of Ncw-Yovk wbo desired
to bo heard upon the measure, aud after listening ti

much distMs-ilou "n the subject I am very clear in tbe

opinion tbat I ought io approve the bill.
Tbat the city of New-York should have a greater sup¬

ply of water there aro f<-w, I think, who have the bani;
hood to dispute. Au examination of the present condi¬
tion of aila v- also dlsclosus tba danger that
ibo present inadequate supply may al

any timo be interrupt -d or suspended. These
consideration* force tha contemplation of a cou¬

ti.:),'! ney frauslit with discomforts, deprivation
and peril to mott thau a million inhabitants of the
.-tate. Tn ti-inponzo with such a question, or ts hesitate
in tli« face of mica a danger, Savors of a recklessness
almost criminal.
Tho bill before inc, so far as I am able to discern, ls a

carefully drawn pinn to remedy the evil aud supply thin

prSSStag need of the city of New-York. Thc principal
oiijet linn ur.'t-it against tills bill ls that tin- designation
of Commissioners lu the b'll Itself by the Legislature ls

unconstitutional, uudeiuocratlo and a violation
of thc doctrine of home ruin. I think the bill is Con.
stltutlon il. anti willie I am not willing to be committed
to the assertion that Ibo best maimer bf selecting com-
missioners was dot-rmuied upon br Hie Legislature, I um
unwilling to be respo-jslbltt tor the delay of this woik
beean-- another plan was uot adopted.

Lattice work about two feet wide nins
around thc antin building above tho lower win¬
dows, winch aro mullioned. The interior is divided
into thc church proper, the chapel, on the second
tloor, and three class rooms and a lad les' parlor on the
.round Huor beneath the chapel. (iii three sides of
Hie church itself are broad galleries, irom which
-1*. gteal Blahes aeceod to the roof. The parsonage
connects with the church by means of adoor at tho
right of tin- pulpit.
